6  (a)  In  General. — Section  1886(d)(5)  of  the  Social 

7  Security  Act  (42  U.S.C.  1395ww(d)(5)),  as  amended  by 
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1  section  4407  of  the  Balanced  Budget  Act  of  1997  (Public 

2  Law  105-33),  is  amended — 

3  (1)  in  subparagraph  (I)(ii),  by  striking  "not 

4  taking  in  account  the  effect  of  subparagraph  (J),", 

5  and 

6  (2)  by  striking  subparagraph  (J). 

7  (b)  Effective  Date. — The  amendments  made  by 

8  subsection  (a)  shaU  be  effective  as  if  included  in  the  enact- 

9  ment  of  the  Balanced  Budget  Act  of  1997.
